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The basic material for this report was voluntarily given to an 
American official on duty in Berlin. The author of the information is a 
.German who was formerly a high official in the Sennas democratic -

opposed to the aims and methods of the Nazi Party. 

It is claimed that this organization has representatives in many 
departments of the German government. Other information from this 
source has checked fairly well. He is vouched for by the Ameriflan 
official and the informant appears to be a normal person who is sincere 
in his desire to break the unscrupulous hold of the Nazi Party in

The English translation of the report is in literal form. The 
German used in the basic document, which is attached, is the stilted 
style of a professor and some of the sentences were difficult to 
translate. 


A. TRANSLATION. 

INTRODUCTION TO TEN REPORT. 

1. The Basis for the Material . 

Conversations with personalities in the Reich ministries and 
with prominent old Party numbers in Munich, with liaison officers, 
officials and others. 


All the data originating here is not first hand. It is a 
fact, however, that some of the informers, particularly those from 
Munich as has been repeatedly proved over a period of years, have made 
correct predictions regarding essential points and aims. 

2. The Report . 

The elaboration of the contents of these conversations and 
instructions follows in the form of a personal report. All instructions 
were omitted which were false and were initiated with the intention of 
creating deception. 

The report was written objectively and with the most careful 
evaluation. In order to exclude all misunderstandings, it is emphasized 
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that, in this report, viesrpoints werw aoceprted *leh were considered 
by the informer* as wall based, even *« these remained unclear to the 
writer of the report.

The living standard of all Europe will be 
accordingly reduced, in particular the feeding of the British people 
will gradually be reduced to the absolute minimum. 

A word from the circle closest to the Fuehrer: 'G'fe shall 
strangle them" (that is, the British). 

II. The Downfall of Soviet Russia as a Military and Political Aim. 

1. The political mission with regard to Soviet Russia was 
described as follows: A simultaneous two-front war: England and 
Soviet Russia - is to be avoided at all cost (political and economic). 
Parallel to the German offensive in the west (early 3ummer 1940) - 

at that time the military weakeness of the Geiman eastern front for 
about two months was extremely dangerous. (According to the 
statement of the German General Staf£) 

2. At the conclusion of the military action atainst ifiglend, 
start of the negotiations with Soviet Russia. Germany raises the 
claim to greater and more speedy deliveries of Russian agrarian 
products to Germany, namely of food and fodder, dL and gasoline, 
textiles and other raw materials. These deliveries are to be settled 
in the general German clearing account for the European countries with 
Reichsmark. 
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3. The military preparations - careful construction of 
defensive positions and forces on the line Koenigsberg - Warsaw « 
Cracow - Carpathians (Slovakia) and Transylvanian Mountain chain. 

Use of motorized attack divisions from the Baltic Sea a a 
far as Roum an la; reinforcement of troop contingents in north Norway 
with a view to eventual use in an attack over Sweden - Finland. 

The strategic-operative preparatory work in the Oberkojmand© 
is worked out to the last detail for several "massed possibilities" 
on the battlefields of the east. Allegedly the following fundamental 
tasks exist: 


a) Use of the army troops Norway - East Prussia - Posen 

Poland, with the mission to tie up and threaten the 8oviet 

northern and western armies along the eastern fortifications line and 
along the Baltic to Petersburg; 

b) Offensive use of the troops on the line 50° latitude 
to the final objective Kiew - Kharkhov. Also on the line 45° latitude 
to the final objective Bessarabia - Odessa - Rowtow. Main attack in 
the south - Ukraine - Black Sea region;

c) Blocking and containing of the Bussian-Sibarian 
eastern array (Amurbogen and province of Kuesten) by means of the 
Japanese array and navy.

4. Estimate of the Red Army and Fleet: Minimum command and 
tactical qualifications of the military leadership; distinct and weak 
organization of units and war material.

A prediction of the German General Staff - this campaign will 
be a work of precision in strategy and tacticsJ an elementary 

destruction of the Red Army, its capture and disarmament.

After the "destruction" of the Red Army follow* the rigorous 
liquidation of Bolshevism, all its political and other institutions, 
and, in particular, the "extermination" of its leaders by the SS. 

The time for carrying out these military operations is 
calculated to be very short because of the extensive use of motorized 
divisions. 

Military and civilian administrations are provided for 
procuring food and fodder, supplies, raw materials, transportation 
facilities. Russian emigrants and Ukrainians are being trained and 
equipped -with all necessary material, as operators of the now 
administration. 

Along with the military action, extensive propaganda will 
be used. It is worked out to the last detail by the Gerraan-Russian 
operation and occupation units and organizations. 

III. Political Hopes and Fears among the German Leaders. 

A. The Military Position. 

1. Preparation of the German Public for the Offensive 
Against England. 
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The minimum sacrifice and loss of life and its absolute 
success (for proof, see France). In reality the absolute determination 
exists - if necessary - to sacrifice hundreds of thousands of soldier® 
in order to bring the inrasion operation and the following decisive 
battles to an absolutely successful conclusion. 

• 

All troops to be employed are to have special training, first 
and foremost, the best of care in the way of food and supplies, wide 
promotions and profusely distributed decorations. 

The thesis of home propaganda - the war is already won, the 
Fuehrer will end it in the manner in tiiich the success, security and 
welfare of the people require. After the certain victory over England 
Germany will have unshakable domination over all countries in Europe 
in the north, south, east and west; Germany can then, when she chooses, 
force the recognition of the German victory on the whole world. All 
people will have to work for the wealth and welfare of Germany; even 
the most bloody sacrifice would be insignificant in order to ackiev© 
this victory. 

In reality the inner standpoint or behaviour of the people 
is unimportant. Should it come to open resistance or demonstrations, 
the practiced administrative and police machines (Gestapo), the 
organization of the army under the Party and the gigantic party 
machine with all its countless branches which reach into every single 
house are absolute guarantees for rapid and energetic suppression. 

The real internal fears from the point of view of the 
conduct of the war arc the two following: 

a) A systematic and extensively applied British air 

offensive against west and middle Germany; 

b) An offensive of the Russian army against and into 

East Germany. 

• With regard to a), the confidential statement of a 
German military leader is - in 1941 the country that win® 
will be the country which at the time of the offensive has 
5,000 planes more. In this respect, therefore, the U.S.A. 
will have a decisive significance for the German military 
aim. A direct military intervention of the United States 
is not being considered. Germany for the time being waits 
to see if, and how the U.S.A. will declare war on Germany. 

From the indirect point of view, American assistance 
to England today is interesting only as regards the supply 
of airplanes. According to German calculations a German 
offensive in February-March, 1941, should find all English- 
American plans in a half finished state. Up to now at any 
rate the great superiority of Germany over England in the air, 
in the number of machines and pilots is considered obtained. 
Moreover, the improvement and development in technical 
equipment and efficiency of German aircraft ®ist be considered 
nevf building program for 1941 - and also of pilots all of whom 
even with minimum flying experience are being put into service. 
The German advantage in the air force is calculated to be at 
least 5,GOO machines and 10,000 pilots. 

The possibility of direct American intervention - with 
planes, air personnel, or other forces - is considered very 
slight. In German military circles, American officers corps 
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and Americas youth ora not considered as haring positive 
military ability and the willingness to fight and die. 

Moreover p American army pilot contingents (or volunteer 
flyers) do not possess war experience in the air war of 
today; they would therefore, particularly in the coming 
great air offensive, planned in every detail to overcome 
even the experienced English flyers, have even less of the 
requirements at their disposal, particularly timing, skill 
in comb at, strength and nerves. For the time being no 
results are expected from the political attacks against the 
Roosevelt administration, oh the strength of the Three Power 
Pact, by use of inner political currents, or with the 
application of political disturbances againBt America in 
South America. 

The most vulnerable centers for attack for a British air 
offensive are the following: 

.The Hhine - Westphalia district, central Germany, Kiel, 

Hamburg, Bremen, 1/ilhelmshaven, etc. The important centers from a 
psychological point of view are - in addition to Berlin - the other 
large German cities and airplane factories. 

The war-economy centers for attack in a British air offensive 
are the following: 

a) The synthetic gasoline production in the Ruhr district, 

in Leuna aid near 3tettln; their actual destruction would 
amount to crippling the German air force; 

b) The power production works in the Rhineland and Westphalia 

(rfesel, Duisburg, Hssen, Dortmund, Kattingen, 

Duesseldorf, Reissholz, Fortune, Golden-hergwerk). 
Mannheim, Zachomewits, Bitterfeld, Lauta, Trattendorf. 

c) The destruction of railway junctions and shipping centers 

in the west, of warehouses, gas and electrical works. 

d) The bombardment of the invasion ports on the, coast dcos not 

come into consideration here.' This is part of the 
defense against the lending attack. 

The moral effects of extensive British air bombardments 
against the German civilian population in industrial districts or 
large cities will appear; aversion for work and weakness; fatigue and 
fear of the unknown arms of the U. 3. A. 

To be 3ure, in view of the Party machine with the security 
organs, police, 3S, etc, a revolution is not to be expected. Victims 
of sporadic attacks serve as welcome propaganda objects ay inst upland 

Continuous and extensive as well us effective bombardment of 
vulnerable points in the war production machine, th..t is to say of 
synthetic oil and gasoline production centers and power works, centers 
of communications, of the centers of these large cities, bring 
irreparable havoc to the decisive points in the Genian war potenti«hl; 
they bring forth under certain circumstances also a muss movement of 
the civilian population from the attacked centers to tbs land. These 
effects will be difficult to compensate; all the more, the more ilent 
the propaganda announcements of England are and the more numerous .j id 
loudly rritish bombs fall. The effective sequence today is - 3ucc*ssfu 
offensive operations first; propaganda action last.

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With regard to b). A declaration of war by Soviet Bnaaia and 
an advance of the Had Army would undoubtedly put into movement a 
million men in the east against Berlin and central Germany. A oomfort 
for the German people is - the Three Power Pact and, in case of war, 
the offensive and relief through Japan. 

The reaction of a Hussian offensive on the German war plans 
and on the awkward and incapable giant apparatus of the state compulsory 
administration and management as well as on the inner transportation 
position of the nation, together with British air bombardments would be 
decisive; they would bring about rapid and absolutely certain 
catastrophe. 

As a result of an outspoken recognition of these dangers - 
along with the secret military alliance with Japan - came the complete 
amalgamation of the military and aristocracy as well as the new young 
generals with the higher Party leadership.

B. The Positions in the Economy Balance of Greater Germany 
Together with the Occupied Districts. 

1. Until April, 1940, figures were available and could be 
measured, thanks to which the balance concerning the food and raw 
material situation of Germany could be prepared. 

The incorporation of the occupied territories in western and 
northern Europe, the subjection of Houmania and the forced delivery 
contracts with Sweden, Switzerland and the Balkan states have created 
a new situation, which cannot be exactly estimated from a standpoint 
of economic balance. Only partial conclusions and a few estimates 
can be made. At any rate, for 1940 the effect of the British blockade 
was neutralized through military victory in western Europe.

The supply situation of individual peoples, of the 
uermans, Italians, French, Eelgian, Dutch, down to the Poles ia 
definite as to quantity and quality as is the distribution of all 
other deficiency quotas. 

The deficiency status in the most important war raw 
.Materials due to insufficient imports and lack of synthetic 
domestic substitutes began to become effective because of the 
blockade, but as a result of the successful offensive of the spring 
of 1940 the economic position v/ith regard to these essential raw 
materials v?as relieved somewhat. 

The use of material for the offensive in the west and the 
consequent losses were overcompensated through the booty gained, 
through the deliveries due to the armistice agreement and through 
the reserves of private business in the western and northern 
st .tes of Europe. 

To this should be added the greater deliveries resulting 
from the forced goods exchange agreements with Sweden, Switzerland 
and the Balkan states. In the face of this situation the fluctuating 
imports resulting from the Geman-Bussian agreements are of no account. 

Altogether th9 German ra\^ materials and material balance from 
the point of view of the war is better today (beginning of 1941) 
compared with the spring of 1940. There are weak points with regard 
to some metals important for the conduct of war as woll as oil and 
gasoline. ’Estimates indicate, however, that the army stocks and the 
supplies on hand or supplemented in the large industries would hold 
out in case of a continuous offensive during the whole of.1941 and 
also for that of an extensive consumption of materials. The use of 
all war material reserves in the year 1941 in an offensive against 
England and Sovi3t Russia would cause the deficiency in food to rise 
rapidly, but it would have no bearing on the final result. For 
following the expected successful conclusion of these offensives, the 
last two opponents, i.e. the Eritish air force and navy, as well as 
the land troops of Russia, would forever be put out of combat. And 
along with the occupation of these countries a new great importation 
of test quality materials, sufficient for a long time to come, would 
be expected. 

17. ihe "Few Order" in Europe and Further Political Aims.

1. After’the dissolution of the English armed forces and the 
"smashing" of the Bed army, the state and economic new order in the 
European bloc will follow according to the directives under the 

domination of Germany. 
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The conception of the new order by the leading political 
and official' party - and government people are baaed on the following 
simple lines: the main political and military power in the 
European hloo lies in Germany; the constitutional and administrative 
status of the incorporated and subordinated 3 ingle countries will be 
built up in-a distinct manner. The actual status of the individual 
nations corresponds to the distinctly davelopod German leadership of 
the sovereignty of the "Great German Reich", to which the foreign, 
annexed or subjected countries are subordinated. . Their rights 
according to international law and the protection of their interests 
lies in the hands of Germany. 

The financial, economic and social conditions in t). ese 
countries themselves and their relations to one another, as well as 
to Greater Germany, are decided upon in Berlin. The exploitation of 
the land and its natural resources, the manpovrer in agriculture and 
industry, the currencies and inter-state prices, the capital and 
v/ages, the economic system and the means of communication, the customs 
regulations and the stipulation of rights in all spheres arc to take 
place according to German plans and aims and to be controlled through 
German courts. Along with prescribed goods and capital exchange come 
the great public works construction in the new European bloc, as well 
as land communications for the air-ways and shipping, administration 
and cultural as well as economic constructions and a complete agrarian 
and industrial autarchy. 

The reorganization of the state and administrative life in 
Russia and the 'incorporation of the European-Eussian economic power - 
of significance is the task of maintenance of means of communication 
for the transportation of acutely needed food and fodder - involve 
many memoranda and plans of varioud government institutions; their 
description would, however, lead one too far.

However, this operation will only be minor in character and the force 
used will probably not exceed 25 divisions.

Of 
course, every effort will be made to avoid becoming involved in aotive 
operations with Turkish forces. It is also quite possible that the

The translated report will ncvi be discussed in detail. 

In the introduction, the informant infersfchat false reports 
re circulated. This has been a suspicion of long standing in Berlin 
and it is significant that these false reports come from official 
sources. The writer of the basic document admits that ho does not 
understand some of the information he has received and submitted. 

In paragraph 1 of Section I, the type of propaganda activities 
su ...gests a naive war to wear down the resistance of the British 
defenders and the preparation for maximum surprise effect ?dien the 
.attack is finally launched. These same methods were used quite 
effectively last winter. It must always be kept in mind that all news \ 
agencies in Germany are under the close control of the Propaganda 
Ministry (see Press Notes report series) and that the propaganda 
effort is closely coordinated with the active military effort. 
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In our Order of Battle report #17,811, of December 18, 1940, 
four armies faced England. A group of armlet under von Bock 
consisted of three armies in Picardy, Normandy and Brittany. The army 
of the lower Shine was reported in Holland and Belgium. Somewhere, 
then, near the Belgian-?renoh border must be an army group boundary. 

In the earning attack on England, the German army will probably be 
organized into two groups, the Southern Group as indicated above under 
von Bock and the Northern Group with two or three armies, one in 
Belgium and Holland, one in northwestern-Germany, and possibly one in 
Borway. Tfca Northern Group will be commanded by von Leeb or von 
Witzleben. The German press has been warned not to mention anything 
about shipping or vessels in Norwegian waters. 

The debarkation points suggested in paragraph 2 of Section I 
all lay in the zone of action of the Southern Group. It is quite 
possible it is the German intention to try to maintain communications 
only in this area with the combined use of air and sea power. The bulk 
of the long range coast defense guns are reported to be emplaced between 
Calais and Boulogne, However, a large portion of this long range 
artillery is railway and therefore capable of strategio mobility. 

The careful reconnaissance of the English coast is reminiscent 
of the same type of work done last winter on the Llaginot Line. A 
comparison of two Carman intelligence saps, one printed in November, 

1939, and the other in Harch, 1940, showing many details had been 
filled in in the time interval. The same type of work is being 
conducted at present except reconnaissance is limited to air, long 
distance photography and espionage. 

There have been persistant rumors, anonymous letters, etc., 
indicating Germany contemplates the use of gas. One report indicated 
it 'was to be used to localize an area to protect a landing. Without 
any evidence, it is believed the Germans will be prepared to use gas 
but will not do so unless the action is initiated by the British in 
their defense. One anonymous letter on the use of gas is attached to 
this report. 

There have also been many reports but no evidence on the 
development and production of aimming tanks. The mo3t : per3istant 
report states this vrork is being done in the Hannorer-Sraunschweig 
area. The only information to he had on tanks is the organization of 
a small compact easily controlled group which was outlined in report 
#17,864, January 7, 1941, "Panzer Groups”. 

Finally, on the details of the attack on England, reports 
indicate the major effort will be made in the air. Some observers 
state that northern France is one vast air field. G-ermany is said to 
be in production on large (14 man) and medium (8 man) gliders which 
can be towed in tandem, two or three at a time behind a plane. These 
are to be cut loose over the Channel and the plane is to return for 
more. This method offers a means to provide essential supplies to 
isolated islands of resistance. Parachute troop and air infantry 
units aro reported to have been increased in number. An earlier repork 
from the same source as the basic document stated that German development 
is concentrating on more effective pursuit (greater fire power and 
better performance) and light fast bombers. 3o much for the air. 

As to the probable date of the attack, it is the consensus of 
opinion in the office in Berlin that April or Hay are the earliest 
practicable times. Channel -weather is not sufficiently good in the

Am outlined In; per^'.raph 2 of Section II, Germany intends to 
put - pressure on SuSSlit after the downfall of Sngland to secure the 
cooperation of the Soviets in thm swinging an eoonomic balance in 
Europe. This cooperation is necessary if Europe is to sustain itself 
under German rule and even then the standard of living in lUrope will

The strategic military plan outlined in paragraph 3 conceives 
of the use of-three groups of axmies, one in the north, one in the 
center and the main attaok group In the scuth.
